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School Committee Votes To Withdraw 


Gracefully From Collaborative School

There will be no Lawrence/Andov- 
er Collaborative School at this time. 

The controversial subject was put 
to rest at Tuesday night’s School 
Committee meeting held at Doherty 
Middle School’s auditorium, which 
attracted about 80 people. 

The Andover School Committee 
voted four to one to take the nec- 
essary steps to complete their con- 
tractual obligation and withdraw 
gracefully from the Collaborative 
School project. This will involve a 
joint meeting between the school 
committees and superintendents of 
Andover and Lawrence and Project 
Director Dennis Richards. 

Inherent in the motion to termi- 
nate involvement is the idea that the 
School Committee will continue to 
seriously pursue means of collabora- 
tion between the two school systems 
— Andover and Lawrence — and 
with other school systems within the 
Greater Lawrence area. 

The committee’s action is in re- 
sponse to last week’s Special Town 
Meeting on the joint school. An over- 
whelming majority, 1153 to 200 voted 
against the school in its current 
form. 

Committeeman Michael Frishman 
stood alone in his belief that the stu- 
dy should continue. ‘“The committee 
has allowed a small vocal minority 
to interrupt its agenda,” he said. 
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Although there wasn’t conflicting 
discussion among the remaining 
committee members regarding the 
fate of the joint school, they weren’t 
all adamant about their stance. 

While noting that the project was a 
good idea, Chairman Donald Robb 
said “there is not support, wide 
enough and deep enough, to warrant 
the school committee to bring the is- 
sue back to the town.” 

Robb did, however, awcknowledge 
three issues that emerged from the 
study — curriculum and staff devel- 
opment and the interaction between 
neighboring communities. The 
school committee should not lose 
sight of those ideas, he said. 

Committee member Margo Tilgh- 
man expressed her reservations 
about the town meeting vote. She 
says a small group drew the idea out 
before it was complete. ‘But, we’re 
aie forced to take the vote serious- 

’ she said. 

*pilghman referred to Andover’s 
obligations to the Lawrence School 
Committee, the State of Massachu- 
setts and Dennis Richard's contract. 
‘Andover alone, cannot close the 
doors to this study and walk away 
with the keys,”’ she said. 

But, Tilghman says there is little 
hope with the project at this point. 

“Tt is with great regret that I pre- 
sent the motion...,”’ she said. 

It was Tilghman’s original motion, 
with a few refinements from other 
committee members that passed. 

Committeeman Richard Neal 
gave his point of view. “I’ve made it 
no secret that I strongly favor col- 
laboration with Lawrence and neigh- 
boring communities,”’ he said. 


Even with this in mind, he said ‘‘at 
this time it seems to me that the 
community is not ready for this type 
of project.” 
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As for the future, Neal said he was 
concerned with what happens to 
Andover. ‘I would hope people 
would band together and move for- 
ward in a positive way,” he said. 

Committee member Susan Poore 
maintained her position that the 
town meeting is the legislative body 
of Andover and that its decisions 


Reaction 


The Lawrence/Andover Collabo- 
rative School project has been the 
impetus of a great deal of controver- 
sery during the past eight months. 
This issue was put to rest by the 
School Committee at its meeting 
Tuesday night. 

Following are the reactions of sev- 
eral key players: 

John Dziadul: Dziadul of Acroplis 
Circle headed the opposition group, 
Citizens for Neighborhood Schools. 
‘T was surprised. We were prepared 
to continue actions. 

‘Tt was a very difficult decision 
for project proponents but I think 
they recognized the futility of contin- 
uing without support,’’ he said. 

“T encourage all of us in Andover 
to seek ways of collaborating with 
neighboring communities without a 
permanent building.” 

Dziadul says the vote will enable 
Andover to tackle the problems con- 
fronting the neighborhood schools. 

Rick Elias: Elias of Tallyho Lane 
headed the proponent group, Citi- 
zens for Excellence in Education, *‘I 
am certainly disappointed. I don’t 
think it got a fair hearing. 

“It's unfortunate because there 
were a lot of benefits to the school 
systems that never got explor ed and 
were never understood,” he said. 
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should be adhered to. ‘“The Town 
Meeting will ultimately rule on 
things like this,’’ she said. 

Poore did agree with the idea that 
the school committee should contin- 
ue to be involved in collaboration 
projects.

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Governor Endorses Recycling

In between running for president, our 
governor has not forgotten recycling. He 
has signed an executive order that man- 
dates the Commonwealth purchase re- 
cyled product whenever possible. This 
order directs the state’s purchasing divi- 
sion to develop and implement a “‘re- 
cycled materials procurement plan” with 
rate and assistance from the Executive 
Office of Environmental Affairs and the 
Division of Solid Waste Management. The 
purchasing agent is also required to draft 
rules and regulations for the procurement 
program within 90 days of the issuance of 
the order. Such regulations would estab- 
lish specific price preferences for re- 
cycled materials. 

Lack of markets for recyclables has al- 
ways been one of the greatest deterents 
for the expansion of the program. Every- 
thing collected must be sold; but to

The attitude of audience members 
varied. 

Susan O’Neill of Argyle Street said 
the vote at the Special Town Meeting 
“meant nothing”’ and that the study 
should continue. “If you (school 
committee) abandon this in mid- 
flight, you’re doing the community a 
disservice,” O'Neill said. 

Irving Gershenberg of Lowell 
Street said the committee should re- 
vise its study process. But, he said if 
the issue is a worthy one that would 
broaden the educational system, it 
should continue. 

Views were presented from the 
other end of the spectrum. 

“This particular project must 
come to an end,’’ said Ted Vucure- 
vich of Partridge Hill Road. The is- 
sue has gone astray and has been 
mismanaged, he said. 

Edward Sorgel of Nicoll Drive 
said “you can’t market a product 
without a market,” he said. Al- 
though he doesn’t think action on 
this project should continue, he said 
“there’s room for collaboration.” 

Gail Ralston of Chestnut Street 
stated her personal concerns with 
the issue. Opponents being termed 
“bigots” is the ‘‘single most destruc- 
tive force in the issue,” she said. 

The issue, she said has failed. But, 
not because of the opposition group 
or bigotry or because the project 
isn’t worthwhile. Rather, it has 
failed because the concerns and wor- 
ries of the people it will affect in 
Lawrence and Andover have not 
been made the number one priority, 
said Ralston. 

For whatever reasons, the Collab- 
orative School project has come to 
an end. The school committee will 
meet with Lawrence to determine 
what steps must be taken to com- 
plete their involvement.

Shawsheen River in Andover. 

The Andover businessmen who 
showed Monday heard from im- 
portant environmental leaders, 
several of whom have ties to 
Andover. 

Ellie Buford, a former And- 
over planning board member 
who convinced her employer, the 
Digital Equipment Corp., that 
her public relations skills would 
better serve the company as an 
environmental activist, told the 
audience that a town/business 
cooperative can be successful. 

Buford, a member of the Na- 
shua River Watershed Associa- 
tion, recalled her first trip up the 
Nashua in a canoe (“‘What I saw 
was crap’’) and flashed a series 
of slides depicting ‘‘a multi-col- 
ored, polluted river.” 

After receiving cleanup dona- 
tions from businesses and cor- 
porations along with cooperation 
from certain developers for sen- 
sitive site planning for projects 
along the river banks, ‘‘the wild- 
life is starting to come back to 
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the river,’’ said Buford. ‘“‘You 
can see the bullfrogs and herons 
again,” 

In Andover, the cleanup focus 
would be centered in the down- 
town district and the Ballardvale 
area, said Hill., 

In the short range, the prob- 
lems of erosion, accumulation of 
trash, tracking places where 
grease and oil flow into the river 
and monitoring water quality 
need to be tackled, said Hill. 

The downtown section of And- 
over “‘is turning its back on the 
river,” said Roy Umazio of the 
Ballardvale Company in And- 
over. ‘‘We need the help of busi- 
nesses here in town. 

After sitting quietly for almost 
90 minutes, business people in 
the audience began reacting to 
the presentation with questions 
and comments about the condi- 
tion of the Shawsheen, some 
staying long after the scheduled 
close of the meeting. 
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Flaherty hope to find more 
champions of the river like Uma- 
zio, who in past weeks had al- 
ready been discussing with 
fellow businessmen projects like 
a Shawsheen River cleanup, 
scheduled for Aug. 6. 

“The river is a mess,” said 
Umazio. ‘‘The waters are a won- 
derful resource and our intent is 
to get them cleaned up .

Saving The Town’s Waterways

The jury is still out over whether 
Massachusetts has woken up in time 
to save its endangered waterways. 

Nature is resilient, but man is per- 
sistent, and despite the best efforts 
of many communities, tons of raw 
sewage and garbage are dumped 
into the water system daily. In some 
areas, the color of running streams 
mimic the New England fall spec- 
trum as waters flow red, dark brown 
and green into larger tributaries like 
the Nashua and Shawsheen rivers. It 
might even be beautiful to look at if 
it weren’t all so deadly. 

Fortunately, the death-rattle of 
the land’s liquid resources has been 
heard. In the past few years, envl- 
ronmentalists and public agencies 
have managed to stem decades of 
abuse, and in some cases, even re- 
turn waterways to their natural 
state. i 

One by one, towns and cities have 
also been making their move. And- 
over took a large step forward last 
year when the Riverina Pumping 
Station went on-line. The newly- 


opened $12 million sewage dispdsal | | 


system should take care of the town 
well into the 21st century. 

However, a recent canoe trip down 
the Shawsheen River by two town 
officials showed that garbage dump- 
ing has left many sections of the riv- 
er, in a word, disgusting. 

Left with images of half-buried 
shopping carts and paper debris dec- 
orating the surface of the 
Shawsheen, Bileen Flaherty, town 
environmental affairs coordinator, 
and Laura Hill, town planner, re- 
cently appealed to an unlikely ally 
for help. 

Although business firms are com- 
monly perceived as major river- 
dumping culprits, environmental 
groups have discovered that the vast 
majority not only play fair, but have 
a vital interest in keeping their local 
waterways clean. 

Hill and Flaherty, drawing upon 
other successful Massachusetts pro- 
grams, attracted about 20 local busi- 
ness representatives on Monday to 
discuss the protection of the

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Principal Planner 
Steps Down

Nancy Jeton, Andover’s only principal planner since 1983, h 
stepped down from her job effective July 1, but she has asked friends 
and co-workers to hold off on the going-away party. 

_ Jeton will be neither gone nor forgotten, merely reassigned exclu- 
Sively to special duty on a project that entails the re-writing of the 


zoning bylaw manual. 


Town Manager Ken Mahony said he intends to hire another t 
own 
planner by the end of the summer. As Jeton’s reassignment has been in 
the works for nearly a year, her responsibilities and new projects have 
been gradually handed to Andover’s two other planners, Laura Hill and 


Steven Colyer. 


Mahony said he expects the tran- 
sition to be unnoticeable. 

Meanwhile, Jeton will primarily 
be working at home on a part-time 
basis on the zoning project, which is 
expected to be a year-long job. When 
her work on the zoning rewrite is 
completed, Jeton said she expects to 
leave town hall permanently. 

She gave two reasons for leaving. 
Her adopted son, two-year-old Eric, 
was one. Although she also men- 
tioned ‘‘an overwhelming need for 
the bylaws to be written,’’ you had to 
feel the child that Jeton and her hus- 
band, Peter, expect to be adopting in 
the near future was the other. 

A graduate of Dartmouth with an 
M.A. from the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill, Jeton said 
she was ‘‘just balancing the same 
things that a lot of other people are; 
career and family.”’ 

Leaving gradually by taking on 
one last, major project is ‘tan excel- 
lent way for me to phase out,’’ she 
said. ‘‘One way I can give back to 
Andover is by sharing how we can 
rewrite the zoning laws. It’s a good 
fit, the town needed this project 
worked on...and there’s time in my 
life as a mother.”’ 

Jeton came to Andover in the fall 
of 1983 after stints in public adminis- 
tration at Salem, Mass. and Lagos, 
Nigeria. 

“T don’t know how to say enough”’ 
about her, said Mahony. ‘‘She was 
the first person that was a ‘ull-time, 
full-scale planner. The planning 
board has worked better, enforce- 
ment programs have worked better 
since she came. 

“She has built a department,”’ 
said Mahony. 

“T feel about what we have done 
as a group,” said Jeton, ’’about what 
the Community Development de- 
partment has been able to accompl- 
ish. We have a_ sophisticated 
development system that is envied 
by others. I consider myself an ar- 
chitect of that and I’m proud of it.” 

Among the projects Jeton remem- 
bers most fondly was the shoring up 
of the town’s watershed protection

Jeton Takes On 
Town Bylaw Project 
By Frank Messina 


When Nancy Jeton steps down 
from her responsibilities as Andover 
principal planner, she may be shoul- 
dering a far heavier load. 

For the next year, Jeton will be 
working exclusively on a_ project 
with far-reaching implications; 
nothing less than the complete up- 
dating of Andover’s zoning bylaws. 

With developable land in Andover 
shrinking, but the New England con- 
struction binge of recent years 
continuing to boom, the need for 
modernized land use laws to meet 
the challenges of high-powered de- 
velopment firms have never been so 
acute. 

“The goal of this project is to 
modernize and simplify and make 
the bylaws more consistent,” said 
Jeton. ‘‘We will be better able to pro- 
tect town interests.” 

Jeton will work to complete the 
job in time for the fall 1989 Town 
Meeting, where voters will get the 
final approval of the project. 

The current version of the zoning 
bylaws were written in the early to 
mid-1960s by Robert Zollner, an at- | 
torney who currently serves as coun- | 
sel to the planning board. 

However, the document has natu- 
rally aged with the demands placed 
by a growing, changing Massachu- 
setts. New issues, like the need to 
regulate convenience stores, and 
new technologies, such as satellite 
dish antennaes, demand a re-work- 
ing of the bylaws. 

In coping with new issues as they 
come up, laws have been inserted as 
needed. This has led to what Jeton 
calls the ‘‘Band-Aiding”’ of the by- 
laws. In general, she says, the cur- 
rent handbook is unwieldy, hard to 
use. 

“Sometimes we have to look up 
four or five sections to design one 
project,”’ she said. 

Other tasks Jeton will be faced

The Lawrence-Andover Collaborative 
School project is finally concluded. 

The Andover school committee this week 
officially killed the proposal by voting four 
to one not to further pursue the experiment 
which would be funded principally by the 
state. 

The decision followed a town meeting vote 
of a week ago when the project was defeated 
1,153 to 200. 

While the Andover committee voted to 
withdraw its support of the collaborative 
school project, it maintained that it would 
continue to pursue avenues of collaboration 
between the town and the city of Lawrence 
as well as other surrounding communities. 


Such thoughts are noble in expression but 
probably difficult to accomplish. 
« School Committee Chairman Donald Robb 
probably summed up the most significant 


e

benefits coming from the lengthy debate 
over the merits of the proposed project. 

He advised that the committee should not 
lose sight of the need for examination of cur- 
riculum and staff development as well as 
interaction between neighboring commu- 
nities. 

If the local school committee continues to 
pursue those matters there will be some ben- 
efits coming from the process which has oc- 
cupied the time of both Andover and 
Lawrence educators for several months. 

Another benefit which will come from the 
termination of the project is a, hopeful, end 
to the continued name-calling which evolved 
once the issue became controversial. 

Throughout the discussion process and, ul- 
timately, the vote of a week ago, there has 
been a considerable amount of discord 
among both proponents and opponents con- 
cerning the proposed project. 


Most common among the charges was the 
charges of bigotry being cast principally 
against those who opposed the project. 

In this day and age certainly the time has 
arrived when people should have the oppor- 
tunity to debate an issue of this magnitude in 
a democratic society without being charged 
as bigots. 


The issue looms even larger than the sin- 
gle matter of the Collaborative School. 

Similar charges even creeped into the con- 
troversial debates surrounding proposed low 
income housing projects in the community. 

With the Collaborative School issue now 
out of the way, just maybe we, as a commu- 
nity, can return to an atmosphere where 
controversy surrounding municipal issues 
can be resolved through peaceful and under- 
standing debate, rather than resorting to the 
childishness of name-calling.

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Legion In Comeback Wins 
After Disastrous Openers

Clutch performances by John Russell, Kevin Foley, Barry Connors and 
Andy Shea keyed dramatic come-from-behind 5-4 victories over Swampscott 
and Salem last Saturday and Sunday evenings to salvage what began as a 
disastrous week for the Andover Post 8 Legion baseball team. 

The twin wins followed consecutive losses to Revere (5-3), Peabody (7-0) 
and Methuen (10-1), three games that saw the Post 8 bats muffled by a pair 
of All-Scholastic pitchers and a college freshman hurler. 

The turnaround started with an eight-inning triumph over Swampscott at 
Phillips Academy, John Russell turning in a brilliant four-inning relief stint 
and Post 8 rallying for three runs in the bottom of the seventh and one in the 
eighth to erase a 4-1 deficit. 

Much the same scenario developed against Salem, Andover once again 
trailing 4-1 entering the bottom of the seventh before scoring four runs to 
register the victory. : 

Kevin Foley was in the middle of the action in both wins, his sac-fly plating 
the deciding run against Swampscott and his 6-2/3 innings of six-hit hurling 
good enough to beat Salem. 

Barry Connors and Andy Shea contributed the key final-inning RBI hits 
against Salem. 

The busy five-game week came about when the contests with Peabody and 
Salem, originally scheduled for June 10 and 11, were postponed because of 
Andover High’s deep advance in the Eastern Mass. Tournament. 

Post 8 returned to action last night at PA, hosting defending Zone 8-A 
champ and archrival Lawrence. 

Andover, 3-4 overall, entertains Wakefield tonight at Phillips Academy (6 
p.m.), and then relaxes until next Thursday when Methuen Post 122 comes to 
town. 

Revere, 5-3 

Many of the opposing players in this game faced one another in the East- 
ern Mass. Division 1 North high school tournament quarterfinals, a game 
which Andover pulled out 9-8 over top-seeded Revere High en route to its 
berth opposite Waltham in the North title game. 

Revere’s Legion team earned a measure of revenge with this come-from- 
behind victory at the Phillips Academy field, the visitors wiping out early 2-0 
and 31 deficits before snapping a 3-3 tie with two runs in the top of the 

«seventh. 

Righthander John Russell (0-1), the winning pitcher in the EMass. tourney 
game, took the loss here in his Legion debut. 

Russell went the distance, yielding nine hits, striking out five and walking 
three. 

“T was more impressed with Revere against us than I was when they 
played in the tournament,” said Post 8 coach Pelletier. ‘‘They’re a good 
hitting team. Very few of their players get cheated at the plate.”’ 

Whereas Revere stroked seven of its nine hits in the last three innings, 
Post 8 managed just two hits off All-Scholastic righthander Brian Bright 
over the final five frames. 

Bright, whose high school record in limited service was 3-1 with a 1.95 
ERA (he also hit .523 with five HRs and 30 RBI), finished with a six-hitter, 
four strikeouts and one walk. 

. Andover moved ahead 1-0 in the bottom of the first when leadoff batter 
Matt Pothier singled, stole second, took third on Andy Shea’s infield out, and 
raced across on Tom Murray’s opposite-field single to right. 

Bright and catcher-outfielder Murray will soon be on the same side of the 
field, however, and could be batterymates as both will play baseball for top- 
ranked New England Division 1 college power University of Massachusetts- 
Amherst in the fall. 

In the Andover second Barry Connors reached on a fielder’s choice, eras- 
ing Keith Abernathy who had singled. Connors advanced on an infield error 
and scored when Russell rapped a single. 

Bright cut the Revere deficit to 2-1 with an RBI single in the third, but Post 
8 retaliated in the fourth when Scott Wallace walked and eventually crossed 
on another fielder’s choice grounder by Connors. 

Bright tamed Andover on two hits the rest of the way, a fifth-inning single 
to leftfield by Kevin Foley and sixth inning double by Murray. Foley was

Planning 
staff currently spends ‘‘a lot of time in interpreting, and get 
interpretations of what the bylaws mean.” Time and money is 
also wasted when the town defends its understanding of the by- 
laws against developers who read their own interpretation into 
the statutes. 

An updated, streamlined zoning manual would solve these 
problems, said Jeton.

Andover’s fourth of July cele- 


bration is being kicked off in Central. 


Park on Monday with a variety of 
“activities for all age groups. 

“We try to keep it old fashioned 
and low key,” said Marty Schmidt, a 
coordinator of the program. 

Traditional personalities like 
clowns, jugglers and stilt walkers 
will be at the Park for the festivities. 

A pancake breakfast will be of- 
fered for $2.50 per person from 8-11 
a.m. This will be accompanied by 
the New Liberty Jazz Band (8-10 
a.m.) and the Middlesex Concert 
Band (10-noon). Patriotic and famil- 
iar tunes will be performed, accord- 

_ing to Schmidt, who suggested 
bringing lawn chairs and blankets. 

The yearly Horribles Parade will 
also be featured. People of all ages 
are encouraged to participate. Those 
marching in the parade can dress up 
in any type of costume, and they can 
decorate their bikes, dogs, skate- 
boards, etc. Schmidt also noted 
neighborhood involvement. ‘‘Neigh- 
borhoods get together with fun 
themes, and we encourage that,” 
she said.
